Your information concerning the Coronation gold pieces confirms my 
findings. 


I am herewith enclosing the six commemorative coins I mentioned in my last 
letter, which please accept as a gift from our Society. These we happen to have in 
duplicate. 


For your information these commemorative coins have become a regular racket and 
Congress is beginning to realize it and is taking steps to stop the issue. It seems 
that almost any organiztion or town having an anniversary could get a bill through | 

Congress authorizing the striking of these pieces; the committee paying the expenses 
of the dewin, dies, étc., the gint striking them and turning them over the committee 
at 50¢ plus any extra costs, the committing selling them for not less than $1.00 and 
Sometimes for $2.00 or $3.00. © 


Coin collectors fell for this and in fact several thousands have started in 
to collect just these coins only, but then they began to have the coins made from 
ail three mints and having them made with new dates, year after year, a big kick 
arose.
